Severe Earthquake Shocks. 
N ew Yoke, August jilst—At 0:57 tins 
evening a very decided earthquake was 
felt here, and, according to telegrams, at 
¡¡altiinore, YVashington and 
Richmond. 
In upper stories of the Western Union 
building in this city the waves 
were 
plainly discerned, and persons walking 
about experienced the sensation of failing. 
Richmond (Ya.), August .list.—At 10:05 
to-night a severe shock of earthquake was 
felt iu this city, creating the greatest ex­ 
citement known here for many years. The 
shock lasted about three minutes, and men, 
women and children who had retired 
jumped from their beds and rushed out of 
doors. Senator Atkins says glasses and 
oíher articles on his mantle were dashed 
to the floor. 
Persons in barrooms thought 
they were drunk, as their feet became un­ 
steady ; decanters and glasses clinked, and 
consternation prevailed for a while. Decade 
and Main streets are yet lined with excited 
people. The guards of the Virginia Prison 
in their fright opened the cells of the pris­ 
oners, and it is now said the prisoners are 
frightened and unruly. The militia of the 
city lias been called out, and there is the 
wildest state of excitement throughout the 
place. 
N ew Y ork, August 31st.—Since the earth­ 
quake shock thvre lias been no telegraph 
communication with Charleston. S. C., from 
auy point in the country. The telegraph 
operators have been unable to get press dis­ 
patches or other communications from 
there. This circumstance occasions great 
concern. 
That section of the country 
seems to have been the center of the dis­ 
turbance. Savannah, (¡a., reports that the 
shock was ¡lie worst ever felt in that local­ 
ity. 
It is known that a bridge in the 
vicinity of Charleston was shaken from 
its foundation, and the wires all lost, but 
that is not so serious as the fact that vari­ 
ous other points, through which there 
should be communication with that city, 
are unable to get anything from the place. 


C i n c i n n a t i , August 31st.—A t 9:1G c. m. 
a shook of earthquake was felt here. The 
printers in the Pun office started to run 
down stairs, thinking the building was fall­ 
ing in. The shock was quite perceptible at 
the Telephone Exchange and other build­ 
ings, but it was not noticed much by per­ 
sons on the street. 


L o u i s v i l l e (Ky.), August 31st.—A de­ 
cided earthquake shock was felt here about 
9:15-i>. M„ lasting about half a minute. 
The vibrations seemed to be north and 
south. No damage is ns yet reported. 


C l e v e l a n d , August 31st.—An earthquake 
shock lasting one minutejhas just occurred 
here. The buildings swayed perceptibly. 
No damage is as yet reported. The people 
left their houses and ran into the streets, 
and great excitement prevailed. 
D etroit, August 31st.—At 9 o’clock to­ 
night a shock of earthquake caused con­ 
siderable excitement in this city1. 
It was 
of short duration, but was distinctly felt in 
diflerent parts of the town. 
In the Irte 
Press building the editors made a stampede 
for the street, while in the composing room 
the weekly men all slopped, but those on 
piece work kept right on. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , August 31st.—An earth­ 
quake shock was distinctly felt here about 
8:50 p. m . 
A portion of the cornice of tlie 
Denison Hotel was displaced, falling to the 
pavement, and the tower of the Court­ 
house rocked to such an extent that the 
fire-watchman on duty lied down stairs. 


M e a d v i l l e (Pa.), August 31st.—At 10 r. 
m. a shock of earthquake was felt, fol­ 
lowed immediately by a slighter shock, 
the whole lasting about twenty seconds. 
Tlie streets were soon tilled with people. 
The guests rushed out of the hotels in 
their night apparel, women and children 
were crying and screaming, and everyone 
was more or less alarmed. As far as learned 
no damage has been done.

C h ic a g o , August 31st.—An article printed 
here to-day says: A man giving his name 
as George Lawrence, claiming to reside in 
San Francisco, together with one or two 
confederates, has been endeavoring to sell 
to milk dealers a recipe for adulterating 
m ilk. Tlie recipe is as follows: “ Three 
ounces of protoxide of soda, 24 ounces of 
saltpeter, 24 ounces of bicarbonate of soda, 
Iti ounces of glycerine, 80 ounces of salt, 
14 pounds of sugar. 
Directions: Mix with 
24 gallons of vvater, and let stand four or 
five hours. To each gallon of mixture add 
six gallons of water.” The process is to 
fill a jar one-half full of milk and add a 
quantity of decoction and fill the jar with 
water. 
An experiment showed that the 
quantity of iniik could be doubled and it 
would be difficult of detection. 
Lawrence 
was asking $500 for the recipe, and claims 
having sold it to numerous ban Francisco 
milk dealers and in other cities in the 
West. 
The attention of the City Health 
Commissioner has been called to ihe mat­ 
ter. 
It is claimed that the mixture is in­ 
jurious to the human system.

Will any foreign Government 
recognize such right under international 
law? 
If the United States lias a right to 
prohibit British fishermen from taking 
fur seals 120 miles from land, has not the 
United States a right to prohibit British 
or Norwegian whalers from taking whales 
within the same seas? Our treaty rights 
in Behring Sea have never been tested. 
It 
is possible that the seizure of these two 
Canadian vessels by our revenue cutter 
may bring our rights iu dispute. 
Inquiry 
was made at the State Department to-day 
to ascertain whether the Department has 
considered the matter. Assistant Secretary 
Porter stated that tlie matter had not yet 
been brought to the official attention of 
the State Department. 
It was wholly 
under the control of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, and will be likelv to remain there, 
unless the owners of the Canadian vessels 
should complain to their Government. 
If Canada should in turn report to the 
British Government, the subject in this 
manner will be called to the attention of 
the State Department.

W ashington. August 31st.—A bill in 
equity has been tiled in the Detroit Su­ 
preme Court by the C. G. Berriman, for 
Henry C. Strong, of Chicago, against Rob­ 
ert 1!.

Patents, and Elisha Gray, for an injunction 
to restrain the issue of a patent to the lat­ 
ter. The complainant states that lie is the 
inventor of the railway electric telegraph 
an 1 telephone, and made application for a 
patent May 18,1877; that this application 
has been kept alive by an amendment to 
claims, etc.: that Gray subsequently tiled 
an application for a patent for a multiple 
telegraph, which he alleges was by treach­ 
ery and deceit stolen from him, and is 
nothing hut a reproduction in principle 
and design of his machine and invention. 
He charges that it is his belief that by un­ 
due influences, and by complicity with the 
examiners, Gray is about to receive a patent 
therefor; 
that the issuing of a patent to 
complainant is delayed by undue influence 
exerted by Gray, and a patent to Gray Is to 
be issued by fraud and collusion with the 
ollicers of i he Patent Office, and if so issued 
will greatly injure and delay him, and 
necessitate long and tedious litigation on 
his part.

severalty may be m ade: “ The business of 
alloting and patenting lands to Indians 
should be pressed with the utmost vigor. 
The Indians are awakening to tlie import­ 
ance of the individual ownership in the 
soil, and agents must tostor and encourage 
this feeling by all theme?ns in thcirpower. 
The Indian asks for a ’ paner title’ for His 
land, and, with that in his pc‘•session, he 
has sonic guarantee thaf. the land be im­ 
proves will n it he taken from him. Tlie 
Indians must be impressed with the fact 
that if they desire to make their stay upon 
their reservation secure and stable, they 
must take up lands, ami get a title to them 
from the Government.”

ous for allotments of patents as they were 
formerly desirous of holding all lands in 
common.

acing each other with civil war.” The 
speedy pacification of Bulgaria, declares an- 
oih«r of these papers, concerns other Pow­ 
ers besides Russia.

A WAR CLOUD. 


The news is that the peace of Europe is 
threatened, and Russia is at the bottom of 
the trouble. 
A union of the Slav States 
will not lie consented to by the Czar, for 
it will form an impassible barrier to his 
southward march, lie now throws oil’the 
mask and objects to the reinstating of 
l’rince Alexander. Nothing else is needed 
to establish the fact that he was the cause 
of his ejection by Zankoff and liis handful 
of rebels. All the indications now point 
to the disruption of the triple alliance. 
Emperor William, old as he is, is not 
blind to the fact that the German people 
cannot now lie driven. 
Independence of 
thought and boldness of expression in 
Germany is now such as to command the 
attention and inspire the caution of the 
ruling class. 
It looks very much as if 
Germany will break with Russia, and 
Austria dare not take a contrary course. Site 
lias too much at stake in tier commercial 
interests in Servia and tlte small States on 
the southeast to hazard a rupture with 
Germany, or leave Turkey exposed t<> the 
assault of Russia. 
A war in Europe is 
certainly imminent, and while we cannot 
delight in war, we may in advance take 
some comfort in the hope that if it must 
come, the growing disposition of European 
peoples to be heard in the matter of their 
own governing, will be encouraged by the 
results, and this means the hope that Rus­ 
sian duplicity will bo punished. 
W hile in 
one respect Iter advance would do a great 
justice in driving the Turk out of Europe, 
just now every honest, indignant sentiment 
of manhood desires Russia’s punishment. 
That Austria. England, Bulgaria, Turkey 
and Roumelia can effect this is confidently 
believed. 


T h e Modesto AYus says: “ The plat­ 
form of the Los Angeles Convention is a 
weak document. 
Even the Republican pa­ 
pers throughout the State appear ashamed 
of it,” etc. 
We had hoped that this style 
of campaign argument would not be any 
more indulged in by the intelligent press. 
< )f course the Democratic papers were ex­ 
pected to assail the platform. But it was 
anticipated that this would he done on the 
basis of reason, and with some show of ar­ 
gument. All experienced journalists know, 
or ought to know, that the average reader 
is just as shrewd and wise as the average 
writer. 
No mere generalization will de­ 
ceive the reading public, nor will any one 
believe such statements as the Neirs prints, 
or give the editor credit for entertaining 
the hope that his readers will believe 
them. To say that a platform is weak is 
to say nothing, unless the points of weak­ 
ness arc designated.

An assay shows 58 per 
cent, oxide of chromium and 1J per cent, 
peroxide of iron. The deposit is exten­ 
sive and of fine quality, yielding chrome 
yellow, blue, green, chocolate and a beau­ 
tiful red.

S a n F r a n c is c o , August 31, 18S6. 
San 
Francisco was to-day enlivened 
by the presence ot some five or six hundred 
Democrats from the interior. As most of 
them came with a little spare cash, the 
local business depression was somewhat 
relieved at and in the vicinity of the hotels, 
saloons and restaurants. The State Con­ 
vention was called to assemble at 1 r. m. in 
Odd Fellows’ Hall, but it was 2:10 o'clock 
before it was called to order. Ail ¡benight 
previous, and during the forenoon, the 
Democratic lead horses had been wrestling 
with the 
problem 
how to harmonize 
warring factions, put up jobs and construct 
planks in a platform that should make 
showing of strength. It was early evident 
that the Stockton Convention Democrats 
were on hand for a fight if need be lor the 
control ot the Convention. The "read­ 
outs'’ were in bond and equally determined 
to possess the body. The extra-sessionists 
were willing enongh that the readouts 
should take part, but utterly- opposed to 
granting them anything more than the 
crumbs from the table. 
RADICALS OF TIIE PARTY 
Urged in the secret caucuses of leaders the 
reaffirmation of the Stockton Convention 
platform, but the conservatives prevailed, 
and apparently convinced them of the im­ 
policy of such a course. The outward ev­ 
idences of the inward gripes that afflicted 
the party were first seen in the rallying of 
the read-outs about the standard of Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Daggett, who favored N. 
Greene Curtis for Chairman, while the 
Stocktonites put to the fore Stephen M. 
White. This division probably had no 
significance as to the strength of Guberna­ 
torial candidates, but related most largely 
to the platform policy of the party and the 
management that shall control the cam­ 
paign. The subsequent voting in Conven­ 
tion demonstrated that there is so even a 
division that nothing can safely be forecast 
as to which will he the controlling element. 
The announcement early iu the morning 
of the

From candidacy of Governor Stoneman 
and ex-Senator Hearst, only served to draw 
the lines sharper between Bartlett. Reddy, 
Bryant, Berry and Tarpey, one of whom 
will probably be selected to lead the ticket.

THE CONVENTION. 
The Convention hall was so densely 
packed that it bad to be cleared by the po­ 
lice of all outsiders in order to permit del­ 
egates to get to their seats. There were 
10,000 applicants for permission to be pres­ 
ent. while the hall ho:ds but 1,500, all told. 
There was a rough time all around in get­ 
ting tickets of admission. 
At 2:10 v. m . W. D. English, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee, called the 
Convention to order, and called for nom­ 
inations for temporary Chairman. 
Senator Clay W. Taylor, of Shasta, placed 
in nomination N. Grtene Curtis, of Sacra­ 
mento. He made a fervid and eloquent 
plea for his candidate, eulogizing him 
highly and asking the delegates, in the in­ 
terest of the peace of the Democracy and 
that unity so essential to success, to unan­ 
imously elect Mr. Curtis. 
Round after 
round of applause greeted the remarks of 
Mr. Taylor. 
A. I!. Gillis. of Siskiyou, in behalf of the 
“ north end” of the State, seconded the 
nomination, and pleaded for peace, har­ 
mony and unity of action. 
Senator R. F. Del Valle, of Los Angeles, 
placed in nomination Stephen M. Wnite, 
of Los Angeles, and said also that his se­ 
lection would contribute to the peace and 
harmony of the Democracy. lie eulogized 
Mr. White as one of God’s noblemen, a 
parliamentarian of great ability and am an 
without bias toward any of the Conven- 
tioa or any candidate. 
Barclay Henley, of Sonoma, made a bit­ 
ter speech, declaring that the railroad com­ 
pany’s hand was manifest in the Conven­ 
tion. He had no personal objection to 
Mr. Curtis, but the opposition io Mr. 
White, he charged, came from the railroad 
corporations. He rang the changes on the 
anti-monopoly ghost. 
Judge 1). S. Terry, of San Joaquin, had 
nothing to say against Mr. Wflite, but 
there should be chosen a man who had 
taken no part in the quarrels of the fac­ 
tious of the party. Such a man was Judge 
Curtis, and the great majority of the Dem­ 
ocrats of San Joaquin were for his nomi­ 
nation to the Chairmanship.

Before the vote was announced. Judge 
Curtis took the tloor, and said that he was 
a Democrat of thirty years’ standing. He 
wanted to see the party triumph, and would 
do nothing to impede its progress to suc­ 
cess. He had not been a candidate for 
Chairman, and had only permitted his 
name to be used at the last moment to 
quiet the strong urging of his lriends, and 
in the interest of harmony. He relerred 
poinetdly to Henley’s speech charging him 
with being the tool of monopolies, and 
denied, with fervor and 
unmistakable 
emphasis, that he was, or ever had been, 
amenable to such a charge. He regretted 
that Henley had done so great an injustice 
as to make such an imputation as lie did. 
He (Curtis) wished for harmony in the 
party and its success, and lie therefore 
moved that Mr. White's election be made 
unanimous. 
[Prolonged cheering.] The 
motion enthusiastically prevailed. 
FURTHER BUSINESS. 
On being introduced to the Convention 
Mr. White made a brief speech, in which 
he took occasion to compliment Judge 
Curtis warmly. He spoke of him as a mail 
who had never been charged witli being a 
monopolist. He was a sound Democrat 
and citizen, worthy of all honor. As for 
himself, he would do his best to act with 
impartiality. He should insist upon order 
being preserved, and if rude persons inter­ 
rupted the proceedings he should insist 
upon their ejection. 
Charles A. Hildelirandt, of ban Fran­ 
cisco: James Neal, of Fresno, and J. II. 
Webster, of San Joaquin, were chosen tem­ 
porary Secretaries. 
The Convention ordered the following 
committees to be appointed by the Chair: 
On Platform and Resolutions, 16: Cre­ 
dentials, 15; Organization and Order of 
Business, 15. 
An adjournment was then taken until 
5 r. m.

THE CONTESTED SEATS. 
During the gathering of the Convention, 
the Sacramento delegation elected by the 
Convention, scattered broadcast in the hall, 
and put into every hand a printed state­ 
ment of its case, it recited ail the facts of 
the violation of instructions by the Sacra­ 
mento Central Committee, the call for the 
primaries, the County Convention, and the 
selection of delegates according to the or­ 
ders of the Stute Convention and the pre­ 
vious County Convention. They appealed 
to the members, warmly, to know if they 
were to be rejected for following the law of 
(he party and refusing to take part, in 
usurpation, and in wresting from the peo­ 
ple of the Democracy the right to choose 
representatives. The appointed delegation 
responded with a circular stating their case 
and declaring the Convention called by the 
minority of the Central Committee to have 
been unrepresentative and assembled with­ 
out proper notice, and under primaries 
hastily called and not attended by the mass 
of the party in the county. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OX CREDENTIALS 
ON THE SACRAMENTO DELEGATION. 
S an F ran cisco, September 1st—a. m.— 
At an early hour this morning Convention 
matters are in a state of decided activity 
and equal uncertainty. There is much 
heated blood, but it may cool down before 
the meeting of the Convention this fore­ 
noon. The Committee on Credentials, after 
a long ami somewhat acrimonious session, 
rejuvenated the old Electoral Commission 
verdict at a late hour to-night, standing 
eight for the appointed delegation from 
Sacramento and seven for those elected by 
(ho County Convention. Two reports will 
be made accordingly, signed respectively by 
eight and seven of the committee. This 
insures 
a 
sharply 
contested 
battle 
on 
the 
floor 
of 
the 
Convention. 
This subject is generally discussed eve» at 
an early hour this morning. A large por­ 
tion of the delegates claim that the Con­ 
vention cannot and will not so stultify it- 
sell as to condemn and reject those who 
proved true to the party law, while others 
say it is too much to expect of tiie 
Convention 
to 
act 
upon 
principle, 
and, to an outside observer, this sav­ 
ors of prophetic wisdom. Some favor 
seating 
both 
delegations, 
with 
half 
votes lor each member, but this, it is re­ 
plied, would be a confession that the mi­ 
nority of the Central Committee was right, 
and a condonation of a crime of the ma­ 
jority by the State Convention. It isa 
pretty kettle of fish, that promises at best 
to cause considerable disaffection, and a 
split in the Democratic vote. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PERMANENT 
ORGANIZATION. 
Tiie Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion and Order of Business will report the 
continuation of the present officers as per­ 
manent ones. There is much talk that 
there will be a fight in favor of substituting 
Curtis for Chairman, but as he does not 
wish the position, and wouid oppose such 
an effort, it will probably not be attempted, 
although nearlv every one admits that an­ 
other ballot for Chairman would have 
elected Curtis by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority. 
ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
The order of business will be. after dis­ 
posing of the Sacramento contested case, to 
nominate Supreme Court Judges, com­ 
mencing with the short term. From the 
present outlook Jackson Temple will be 
nominated for the long term by acclama­ 
tion, and that McKee and Sullivan are in 
the lead fur the other Judgeships. Npxt 
willffollow the nomination for Governor. 
This seems to stand 
between Bartlett 
and 
Berry, with the friends of each 
claiming strong advantages in the race over 
the others. It is stated at an earlv hour 
this morning that Tarpey has sixtv votes 
which he can contol, and a combination 
has 
been 
made 
whereby 
on 
the 
fourth 
or 
fifth 
ballot 
these 
will 
be 
thrown 
to 
Bartlett. 
Then, 
by nominating him, with a return fa­ 
vor 
from 
the 
San 
Francisco delega­ 
tion, making Tarpey Lieutenant-Governor. 
Perhaps tiie best forecast from all combina­ 
tion and trades in the field gives Berry the 
best prospect. 
Reddy is hard at work, 
with an open house full of 
callers, 
but 
Judge 
Terry 
is 
knifing 
him 
wi’b 
the persistent charge that Reddy, 
while Senator, accepted §50ti for procuring 
the signature of the Governor to a bill 


which had passed the Legislature. This 
is telling against Reddy. 
THE PLATFORM. 
The Committee on riatform held a long 
and inharmonious meeting to-night. Del- 
mas had drawn a platform of an extreme 
radical cast, 
in 
which the principles 
of the Stockton Convention were reaffirmed, 
and other points to correspond. 
The 
Stockton Convention 
plank 
has 
been 
stricken 
out. 
Another, 
upon 
the 
Chinese 
question, said 
to be forci­ 
ble, but stopping short of the radical 
boycott, was agreed to. Also a plank favor­ 
ing the organization of labor to protect and 
enforce its rights. The committee was un­ 
able to agree upon a completion oí the re­ 
port, and adjourned to hold another meet­ 
ing before the assembling of tbeConvention 
this morning. Upon the whole spirited 
times are promised for to-day. 


The funeral of I’rof. E. S. Gans, at Red 
Bluff, was very large.

HEREAS, T H E LEGISLATURE OF TH E 
State of California, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h u n d red an d eigbty-uve, two- 
th ird s of ail th e m em bers elected to each of th e 
two Houses o f said L egislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am eudm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of A rticle 
T hirteen, ol the C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T M EM BER O N E . 


S e c t io n I . 
AH property in th e State, except 
railroads, no t exem pt u n d er th e law s of th e 
U nited ritaies, shall be taxed in proportion to Its 
value, to he asrertained as provided by law . 
The word proi>erty. as used ill th is article and 
section, is hcrc-by declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, persona! and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; prueidcd, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclvsively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, this State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall lie deem ed to be an d shall be 
asse-sed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this article; and, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation of ships 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled iu 
th is State, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu cl an ad val­ 
orem tax. T he Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
o r trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents if th is State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


S e c. 8. T he Legislature shall, by law , require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u nder oath, setting lorih specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
oy such taxpayer, or In his possession or u n d er 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian ou th e 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. in. All property, except tailroad prop- 
ertv, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law. 
Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, iu this Slate, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July of each year, pay to 
the Statu T reasurer an annual tax of two and 
a h a lf p er cent upon th e gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of D ecem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lien of 
all o th er State and county taxes tqion th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, road tied, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an d th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of such railroad, and upon the 
shares o f the capita! stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gage-, deeds of irust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion bv w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. 'A ll other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed an d taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot D ecem ber last 


shall he added to th e earnings m ade w holly 
w ith in th e State, an d the totaL th u s obtained 
shall be taken and deem ed to be th e gross e arn ­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes o f assess­ 
m ent and taxation. 
For every purpose of th is 
section, except for th e purpose o f ascertaining 
th e proportion of interstate earnings to be ad d ed 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin this State, 
all railroads operated as one sy?:em sh all bo 
treated as one road. O ne-third of the ta x p aid 
by corporations or persons ow ning o r operating 
railroads u n d er th e provisions of this section 
sh all becom e p art of th e G eneral F und o f th is 
State, and tw o th ir ts thereof shall be paid to 
tiie county or cam ines in w hich said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to th e length of th e rail­ 
road o n trated in the several counties. 
For th e 
purposes o f this section a consolidated city a n d 
county shall be treated a sa c o u n ty . A tiycorpo- 
ration. association, partnership, p erso u 'o r per­ 
sons, unlaw lully failing or refusing to pay the- 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w h h iu th irty days thereafter, sh all 
be deem ed to have w aived th e ir right to o p erate 
th eir railroads w ith in th is Slate. T he tax es 
herein provided for. together w ith such penalties 
as Hie 1 egistature m ay im pose for th e non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a Hen upon th e propertv 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and m ay 
be enforced in such m an n er as th e L egislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, fo far as 
th e sam e are situated w ith in the boundaries of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors o f th e district, a t a special election 
held for th a t purpose, th e sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ith in the district, an y th in g in 
th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
And nil railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin the boundaries o f an y incorporated city 
o r tow n, shall he subject to an ad valorem ta x 
for m unicipal purposes the sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated therein, an y th in g in th is article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed a n d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is ¡state, or any one or m ore of 
them , in such cases and am ounts a n d iu such 
m an n er as shall be prescribed by law . No Court 
w ffhin tiffs State shall hav e pow er, by in ju n c ­ 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith , h in d er or 
delay the collection o f an y ta x laid u n d er th e 
form of law , except upon a show ing th a t th e 
sam e property has been tax ed m ore th an once 
for th e sam e purpose 111 th e sam e vear, an d th e n 
onl; upon p aym ent to the T ax Collector, o rln to 
Court, of a sum equal to th e am ount of one of 
•he tuxes so laid upon the proja-rty ir. question- 
proriiled. th a t iu all eases actions m ay be m ain ­ 
tained against th e T ax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er pro! est. 
All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty davs a fter 
such illegal tuxes have been paid, i t shall be

W h a t T hey Say <>f b:h. 
The editorial correspondence of the Sid­ 
ney Telegraph (Cheyenne county, Neb.), 
w ritten from M anitou, Col., where the Ne­ 
braska editorial party was on the 22d of 
August, has this relating to Sacramento, 
after prem ising th at no traveler should 
come to California to “ see” the couutry 
w ithout having at least three m onths at hfs 
disposal : 
" W e took the early m orning train out of 
San Francisco and arrived at Sacram ento a 
little before noon. 
It was a great surprise 
to the party to find M ayor Jlrown and rep­ 
resentatives of the 1‘ioneer Association at 
the depot with carriages ready to drive the 
Nebraskans about the city and show them 
the sights. Two hours were spent in thia 
m anner, then a collation, lasting two hours 
more, was served in l ’ioneer H all by Pres­ 
ident G. W. Chesiey and members of the 
Pioneer Association. 
After the collation 
we visited the splendid State-house of Cal­ 
ifornia, walked through the spacious halls 
and library, were introduced to Governor 
Stoneman and visited the Senate chamber, 
where the Senate was in session. 
Upon 
our entrance into the cham ber the Senate 
took a recess of fifteen m inutes, and a 
season of greeting and conversation be­ 
tween the Senators and our party tollowed. 
The last place visited was the Crocker Art 
Gallery, now held in trust by the city of 
Sacramento. 
H ere a week m ight be profit­ 
ably spent studying the fine paintings, but 
we hail tim e only for a glance. The peo­ 
ple of Sacram ento claim—and a gentleman 
from southern California w ith whom I 
talked adm itted the truth of the claim— 
that oranges raised in Sacramento valley 
ripen a m onth earlier than those raised 
about Los Angeles. The fame of Los A n­ 
geles and southern California is due largely 
to advertising, and from w hat we were able 
to gather northern California is in m any 
respects a more desirable country than 
southern California.” 
THEY LIKE SACRAMENTO.

About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
boy nam ed Albert Blowers, some 10 or 12 
years of age, residing at Seventeenth and 
L streets, harnessed up the family horse to 
an open buggy and got into the latter for a 
drive. 
The horse started to run, but the 
little fellow clung to the lines and piloted 
him safely through L street to Front, at a 
tearing giite. The horse turned up Front 
and into J street, the boy m aintaining his 
seat and firm hold upon the lines. There 
were m any vehicles on that thoroughfare, 
hut he piloted the anim al safely among 
them until between Fourth and Fifth 
streets, where the buggy collided with a 
wagon. The boy was pitched out upon the 
street, while the horse tore him self loose 
from the buggy and dashed oil up J street 
on a dead run, the harness fiying about his 
legs.

C h a rles H . S h ear, In a D espondent M o­ 
m en t, T ak es H is Life. 
Yesterday m orning the com m unity was 
shocked to hear that Charles H. Shear, an 
old resident, had committed suicide by 
shooting him self through the head w ith a 
pistol. 
For m any years lie was lessee of 
A gricultural Park, and for several years 
past had conducted the Cottage Stables, at 
Tw entieth and G streets, nearly opposite to 
the entrance of the Park. Connected with 
the stables was a hotel and saloon. Some 
years ago he became involved in debt, his 
property was heavilv mortgaged, and was 
likely all to be taken from him . 
He had 
m any lawsuits regarding it, and his troubles 
seem to have unsettled his reason and led 
him to commit the rash act. 
A t the inquest held last evening. Mrs. 
Shear testified as follows: 
Deceased was 
her husband ; his nam e was Charles H . 
Shear, j. native of New York, aged 00 years, 
0 m onths and 28 days. 
For the last two or 
three m onths lie liad been annoyed by par­ 
ties trying to rob us of our homestead. lie 
came in this m orning about half-past 0 
o’clock and ate liis breakfast as heartily as 
usual, and went out into the bar-room and 
sent in v son into his breakfast. I was in the 
kitchen, and heard the shot. 
I walked 
into the dining-room, where my son and 
Mr. W ilkes were eating their breakfast. 
My son says to me. 'M other, where was 
that shot'.’” 
I said, “ I am going to see, 
Charlie.” 
1 went out. and walked through 
the bar-room and through the hall, anil 
found him in the water-closet, sitting on 
the seat, w ith his head a little to one side. 
1 raised his head up against m y breast. 
The revolver lay upon the tloor between 
his feet. I called m y son and Mr. W ilkes. 
They took him in their arm s anil laid him 
on a table in the hall. 
Charles H . Shear, a son of the deceased, 
25 vears of age, corroborated liis m other's 
testimony. 
He said : 
Father liad a good 
many lawsuits lately, anil he got to worry­ 
ing about it. 
In trying to raise m oney to 
lift 
the 
mortgage he 
was 
interfered 
with by other parties, and 
in 
con­ 
sequence became despondent. 
I 
have 
heard him say lie was going to put an 
end to him self for several years. H e got 
up this m orning about 6:30, went to his 
breakfast, and when lie came out from the 
dining-room sent m e in to get mine. 
The jttQ' brought in a verdict of suicide, 
in accordance with the above facts.

S en ato rs M aking a P erso n al E x am in atio n 
into th e M a te r Q uestion. 
A representative of the R ecobd-U nion 
came up from Bakersfield yesterday, where 
on Monday he visited the ranches of Haggin 
it Carr and the canals that are so much 
talked of in the extra session of the Legis­ 
lature. Kern river, just above the town of 
Bakersfield, is quite a large stream of purei 
clear water. 
W ithin five miles above and 
bel )w the town it is tapped by a score of 
canals that lead the water off upon what 
were once arid, treeless and barren plains, 
but which to-day by systematic irrigation 
is the m ost productive soil in the State, 
producing the m ost abundant crops requir­ 
ing the slightest am ount of tilling. Haggin 
A Carr own some 560 0U0 acres of this land, 
and their im m ense canal system has re­ 
claimed nearly or quite all ol' it. 
You can 
form some idea of 
tiie im m ense size o f t h is e s ta te 
W hen you are told you can ride tw enty- 
five tnifes in a straight line without getting 
oil'their holding. 
As m ight he supposed, 
this sandy soil absorbs a vast am ount of 
water, and the canal system m ust accord­ 
ingly be large in proportion. 
The size of 
some of them is th at of sm alt rivers. The 
Galloway, the largest, is 100 feet wide upon 
the bottom, and when full is twelve feet in 
depth. 
T his on Monday had only about 
two feet of water in it, but the Pioneer 
and other sm aller canals were almost 
full. The river at the bridge, just north of 
the town, is a couple of hundred feet in 
width, and looked from the bridge to he on 
an average two toet in depth. 
Eight miles 
below we crossed the bed o f the river, 
which was entirely dry, every particle of 
the water having been taken out in the 
canals or else sunk in the sands. 
Carr’s 
people claim that if the waters in the can­ 
als were all turned into the river channel, 
or if, in other words, “ their head-gates 
were shut down,” none of the water would 
reach Miller it L ux's land at the point they 
claim is suffering front drought. 
They 
claim that it would all sink before going 
half the distance. They also claim that all 
the water taken out in the 
c a n a ls so u rn o f t h e r i v e r 
Finds its way into the lakes that supply a 
large portion of the Miller it Lux tract. 
They claim, therefore, that M iller is not in 
the least injured, but on the contrary bene­ 
fited, by the Carr appropriation. 
On the other side. Miller claims an oppo­ 
site state of affairs, and in order to convince 
the Senate of his position he had the fol­ 
lowing-named Senators to 
inspect 
the 
country and take in the situation on Mon­ 
day : Messrs. Cross, W hitney, Steele, Chan­ 
dler and Days.

R esolutions of R esp ect to H is M em ory 
by tiie San F ra n cisco R a r. 
On the opening of the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court in San Francisco on M onday J. 
D. Redding said : 
“ May it please the Court, I have been re­ 
quested by the Bar Association to present 
to this Court a resolution and m em orial 
adopted upon the death of H on. Silas W. 
Sanderson. The m em orial sets forth his 
early life and his subsequent career as a 
lawyer and Judge, and recites facts that 
are familiar to all the members of the bar 
and to the State. 
I will not trespass upon 
the tim e of the Court to reiterate them 
itere. The resolutions themselves are as 
follow s: 
“ Jicsolvnl, That the members of the Bar Asso­ 
ciation of Sun Francisco have received with 
profound rcgrit the information ot the death of 
Hon. S. \V. Sanderson. 
“ JReaoh'cd. That his integrity was beyond all 
question: that in all the relations of life he was 
a true and worthy citizen: that as a member of 
the bar he was faithful, industrious and of great 
ability: that as a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
this State he was impartial, capable, firm and 
devoted to the duties of that office; that he was 
worthy to be ranged among the most distin­ 
guished members of the bench; and that his 
memory as a lawyer and Judge deserves to he 
cherished by the members of the bench and 
bar of this state. 
" Resolved, That this memorial and these res- 
oluf ions be recorded in the Memorial-book of 
this Association, and that a copy thereof lie 
furnished to the family of our deceased friend, 
and that the members of this Association ten­ 
der to them their heartfelt sympathy. 
“ Resolved, That this memorial and these reso­ 
lutions be presented to the .Supreme Court of 
this State and the Circuit and District Courts ot 
the United States, and also to the Superior 
Court of San Francisco, and that the President 
of this Association appoint the proper com­ 
mittee lor that purpose. 
“ Before handing the resolutions and 
mem orial to the Clerk of the Court to be 
filed, I desire to add one word of personal 
tribute to the m em ory of this great ntan. 
I liad occasion to he throw n intim ately in 
relation with him during the last few years 
of his life, and in the full m aturity' of his 
powers, and so I am prepared to speak 
from m y knowledge of one whose charac­ 
ter to me was all nobility. 
*■ It has been said that the greatest truths 
are the sim plest; and so are the greatest 
men. Of such a quality was he. His m ind 
was cast in the heroic mold, yet his methods 
of reasoning were o í the simplest. The 
most complex proposition when illum i­ 
nated by the light of his clear analysis, be­ 
came but a sim ple truth. H e possessed 
that faculty which has been held in com­ 
mon by all the greatest jurists of all coun­ 
tries. namely, that of reasoning on general 
principles and upon a fundam ental basis. 
I believe outside of his profession he was 
known but little, except w ithin a sm all cir­ 
cle of intim ate friends. To those who did 
not know him , he was thought to be reti­ 
cent and sometimes brusque. 
Yet I can 
bear full testim ony to the fact that lie had 
a kind and loving heart. 
H ave seen him 
in the bosom of his fam ily when he 
thought that none was observing, caressing 
his children fondly, and then upon the 
sound of an approaching footstep lie would 
gently release them , apparently dreading 
the publicity of any emotion. 
His life was 
devoted to liis protession and to his family, 
and now that he has laid aside his labors 
for all tim e to come, it may safely be said 
that his works shail he liis m onum ent; 
that it shall stand forever, and that its 
foundations cannot crumble. 
I ask that 
these resolutions and memorial he filed by 
the Clerk and spread upon the m inutes.” ’ 
Judge Sawyer saiil: "T h e resolutions 
will be placed upon the m inutes of the 
Court. Certainly no m ember of the bar of 
California occupied a more distinguished 
position than he, as a Judge and as coun­ 
sel. I have known him intim ately, so­ 
cially and otherwise, lor twenty-five years 
and more, and can fully testify to all that 
has been said in the eulogy presented. Let 
the resolutions be spread upon the m in­ 
utes.”
